The captain next waited upon Grow 
Fiagle and "Hump Uii>. the two head 
men of the band, and tbev told the 
captain that emisaaries had visited them 
from the Cherry Creek Indians, and one 
evening while they were having a pietis- 
ant little danoe one of Big Foot s men 
came in and addreeaed them and told 
them about the new Christ, and how be 
was going tu lead the Indiana into 
happiness and deetruy the whites He 
said they knew tUs was going to baptn-n 
and urged them tu couie over to the 
Cheyeime river and join with them in 
their ghost daaoea. Bat they told biiu 
they wuold not go and neither had ttiey 
been there. Thev told the captain they 
wished he would have it aaid in the 
PieiTe papera that they were not gulug 
to join the new Meesiah erase. 

Further they stated that within the 
past few days several of the hoatiles had 
amieared among them, making threata 
that if they did not join them, enough 
force wonla be aent them at once to 
masaacre all the Two Kettle tribes with- 
out warning. These Indiana atand in 
great fear of the hoatiles. and said they 
were going into hiding immediately un- 
til the QmtX Father sent his auldiers to 
protect them. The caiitain also learned 
that White Buffalo, aon of Sitting Bull, 
who is with the Two Kettle band, had 
reitently had hla atar taken frum him 
because he wooid not make the arreat of 
an Indian Meaaiah agent, who was an 
M buaom friend of his. He aent word 
to hia father stating that he was under 
arrest beuaoaa he wae a aon eC iiittiug 
Bull.

A Chicago Ileal Kutate Dealer VW tlniized 
tu the Extent ot eiOO.OOO. 

Chicaoo, Nov. 21.— John Keller, the 
millionaire n^ai estate dealer, who haa 
an oilii e on South Halstead street, was 
robl)ed of a tin liox containing over 

JltKi.OiKj worth of deeds, notes andrtiort- 
gages and oiIj t collateral Wednesday 
evening. The story of the robliery is a 
strange one ,ind indicates plainly that 
the n.liberv Wius planned with great 
care and e.s.ei uted in a most dexteroua 
manner. 

Mr. Keller left his office in the after- 
noon to make a numl>er of busine.Hs calls. 
He left the ortice of the Northern Trust 
company with the tin bo.\ and drove to 
several other Imsmess places. By 7 
u clock he arrived at a wholesale meat 
market on the West Side. He Wiis in- 
side about fifteen minute's and when he 
ret^iriied the tm box. which he biul left 
Ui the rear of the buggy 1k).\, was gone. 

Mr. Keller .lumiied into the vehicle 
and drove rajiidly to the Desjil.iines sta- 
tion where he reiH)rti'd tlie robbery and 
ott'ere<l a reward of $'M> for the return 
of the box. Capt. flayes at oiiee de- 
tailed eiiiht detectives on the woik. and 
a thorough search of the neighborliood 
was made without result. 

There can be no doubt that it was 
taken by men who knew Mr. Keller and 
were in some way actpiainted with his 
business. On such trijw the box fre- 
quently contained Ihoiisands of dollars. 
If it was not money the thieves were 
looking for it po>sibly may have Ik^cii 
some one interested in il'estros ing some 
of the valuable pa|>ers Uic box con- 
tained. 

The work of the defectives revealed 
the presence of two men in the vicinity 
at the time the robbery was committeii, 
and the ciieuinstances indicjite stroiigiy 
that they are the guilty jwties. The 
work of replacing the jiapers w ill cost 
Mr. Keller many thousaneis of dollars.
